Don Drysdale left the prob*

years. But the sore arm appar- 
ently is bothering him. 


"I'm sure it's nothing seri-

Q—What causes cataracts? 


How are they removed? Can 
they return after operation? 
How dangerous is the opera- 
tion? 


A—-Clouding of the crystal- 


line lens is caused by a break- 
down in its structure due to 
age. The prevalence of cata- 
racts increases with the years 
after 50. Other causative fac- 
tors include diabetes and oc- 
cupations associated with ex- 
posure to intense heat or 
light. Cataracts are removed 
by making a slit in the lens 
capsule and applying the tip 
of a freezing probe to the lens. 
The lens then sticks to the 
p r o b e and can readily be 
drawn out. Since the entire 
lens is removed, there can be 
no recurrence, but a cataract 
may form in the opposite eye. 
In the hands of a skilled sur- 
geon the operation is not dan- 
gerous. 


Q—I am 84 and have cata- 


racts. Can they be dissolved or 
must they be removed surgi- 
cally? 


A—This is a constantly re- 


curring question. 
Surgeons 


used to postpone operation on 
a cataract until it was consid- 
ered ripe. Now an enzyme 
may be used to dissolve the 
attachment of the lens to its 
surrounding capsule so that it 
is no longer necessary to de- 
lay removal of the cataract, 
but the latter cannot be dis- 
solved.

Q—Is it possible to tell with 


the naked eye whether an- 
other person has a cataract? 
With a cataract, does a white 
film grow over the eye? 


A—Only a far-advanced cat- 


aract can be seen with the 
naked eye. The clouding is 
fairly deep within the eye and 
would not be regarded as a 
film. 


Q—I have heard that bath- 


ing the eyes with castor oil 
will cause a cataract to go 
away. Would it harm the eye 
in any way to try this remedy? 


A—There is no basis for the 


assumption that castor oil will 
either benefit or prevent a 
cataract. Since I have never 
applied castor oil to an eye, I 
cannot say whether it would 
be harmful. 


Q—What is quinidine used 


for? Does it help high blood 
pressure? 


A—This drug is used to con- 


trol some types of rapid heart 
rate or irregular heart beats. 
The dosage must be carefully 
regulated to prevent undesir- 
able side effects. It is not rec- 
ommended for the control of 
high blood pressure.

AN KHE, Vietnam—(NEA)—Air transport flight 652 pulled 


away from the Pleiku airfield with a grinding, gravity-bust- 
ing roar that sent its passengers straining sideways against 
their seat belts on the long benches. 


As the giant aircraft—an Air Force C-130—gained altitude, 


its wheels were folded amidship and its wing flaps were re- 
tracted noisily. The plane leveled off. 


It was midafternoon. Flying weather was rotten. 
The passengers, military personnel and a few civilians, 


adjusted themselves on the nylon-webbed benches. They sat 
shoulder to shoulder and knee to knee. Some closed their 
eyes. Others began to read. 


The liftoff, as always with a C-130, was an alarming ex- 


perience. Gears echoed as if the hull was cracking. Hissing 
sounds seemed to indicate the gas tank was leaking. Air 
vapor seeped around like smoke. 


The veteran travelers knew it was all routine, that C-130s 


successfully take off thousands of times daily, that they suc- 
cessfully land over 5,000 passengers daily and that they 
hardly ever crash. 


But fingers crossed anyway. 
One never knows, especially in rotten weather. 
The ship had been airborne about five minutes when the 


first bump rocked its silver shell. Turbulence, of course. 
Nothing to worry about. But the passengers began to glance 
about. 


The immediate complaint, from the straphangers' point of 


view, was the plane's lack of windows, or rather the position 
of what windows it had. They were small portholes located 
three feet above the tallest head. Hence, all passengers were 
flying virtually blind. 


Buffeting began to increase as the plane cut through the 


heavily clouded sky. Dipping motions caught several stomachs 
unaware. Burp bags were distributed hastily . . . but, in some 
cases, tardily. 


The passengers, by then, were nervous. The ship was roll- 


ing and the wings seemed to wobble. Men on the benches 
tightened their grips. 


Some of the people began to mumble among themselves. 


Others stared ahead, stonefaced. One passenger, an Army 
major, chuckled put loud. Me elbowed the fellows on his 
flanks and made light jests. 


"God, what a ride," he said. 
Somebody nodded dizzily. 
"Wonder where we are," he chuckled. 
The others looked puzzled. 
"You 
know . . . if we crash." 


The airplane continued to snort, entirely alone. Then, 


suddenly, the airplane swerved sharply downward and picked 
up airspeed 


A couple of riders gasped. Only the major continued to 


smile. People began putting loose items underneath their 
seats. And still the plane pitched down, its turbo engines 
groaning loudly. 


Then a static rustle introduced the voice of the pilot over 


the intercom system. He sounded calm but firmly authorita- 
tive. He wasted no words. He asked for attention in the cargo 
area. 


"Fasten seat belts," he said

"Oh, oh'" the major laughed 
The plane continued to rock wildly The portholes were 


dark with rainclouds. It seemed as if the ship would lean left 
one moment, right the next More burp bags were opened

tions. The ship creaked arid groaned and got lower and lower
